We quote the following from an article by W. C. Taylor in the 
Wall Street Journal chiefly for its novelty: 

oe] noticé,”. says Mr. Taylor, after calling *the attention of 
American employers to the fact that many railroad workers in Italy 
are only paid 34 éents per day; ‘‘that the menagement of the Steel 
Corporation will not make a general reduction in wages at this time. 
I have no harsh criticism of the powers for thus dodging the issue ; 
it-is no more-than.every other large employer of labor has done for 
years past; Among the chief of these employers are the railroads. 
Over and again they have yielded the fight—just as if the old-time 
rule of ‘charge it up to the public’ could.still be put into operation, 
to make good the extra drafts on the treasury caused by the ex- 
orbitance of railroad skilled labor. Years ago that could be done, 
and if railroad managers took the easiest way in a wage fight, they 
yielded the demands and shoved up rates. 

“‘Tt ig years no wsince rates could be put up at will. But there 
ig the same weak-kneed, ostrich-headed policy, with’ regard to the 
demands of the trainmen. 

‘At this very moment, while thousands of men all over the 
United States have no work at all, the western railroad men are call- 
ing for- big increases, on top of what are already more than double 
the wages paid anywhere else in the world for the same service. 
The pest paid foreign railroad men are the English; and a recent 
investigation showed that they averaged only $1 for every $2.10 
paid her. 

‘‘Granted that American trains are heavier than they used to 
be, and the work harder, nevertheless, working men who are getting 
pay of from $160 to $225 a month certainly form the world’s aris- 
tocracy of labor. They ate getting more per week than most men 
‘get per month, even hetéin the United States, for the average earn- 
ings of the more than 7 ,000,000 workers in the manufacturing trades 
in this country reach but little over $45 a month. 

‘*What is the sense in the railroads trying to hobble and stagger 
along on this basis? When are the managers going to have courage 
enough to fight the thing out? 

‘‘When are.they going to pay some adequate attention to the 
rights and, interests of the stockholders? How much more empha- 
sis do they want placed ‘on the idea that any man who is lucky 
ehpugh to save a bit of money is an everlasting fool to put it into 
such slipping, slumping, insecurities as railroad stocks, to be ab- 
sorbed by wages which not only beat the world’s, record, but beat 
it with more than 100 per cent to spare.”’ 

And here is the choicest bit of the whole article: 

‘Finally, when is labor going to accept with decent grace its 
share of the scaling and liquidation which every industry and calling 
in all the world is being compelled to stand?”’ 

In Chicago a board of arbitration is being told by representatives 
of the railroad unions that the cost of living has gone up and wages 
have stood still; work has become harder, and wages have stood still; 

workers are producing more now, but are getting the same pay. 

It is only fair to print the other side once in a while. Taylor 
voices the attitude of the other side pretty well. For that reason 
his article should be interesting.

aTATE 0 FEDERATION 
TO MEET SUNDAY TO DRAW 
UP LEGISLATION PROGRAM 


The California State Federation 
of Labor will hold a meeting in San 
Francisco next Sunday night to con- 
sider a program of legislation which, 
when introduced, may upset some of 


the pleasant plans of assemblymen: 


and state senators to put the 1915 
session of the Legislature-on record 
as one of record-breaking brevity. 

The Labor Federation igs anxious 
to amend the workmen’s compensa- 
tion act, or rather to extend it, so 
that farm laborers may be brought 
under its protection. An additional 
ropdsal to inglude doméstic — ser- 
vants, also exempt at present, is 
likewise under ¢onsideration. Fur- 
ther, the labor program calls for 
compensatfon to persons suffering 
from occupational diseases resulting 
directly from the nature of their em- 
ployment. 


EMPLOYMENT BUREAUDS. 


Free’ employment bureaus, to be 
maintained by the state; strict regu- 
lation of private agencies, and a new 
and simplified law for the settlement 
of wage claims, to replace the meas- 
ure recently knocked out by the 
courts, will probably be recommend- 
ed, with the sanction of the State 
Commission of Immigration and 
Housing. 

The proposed anti-injunction Dill 


and the bestowal of the right of jury 
trial upon defendants tm contempt of 
court cases growing out of labor 
troubles seem destined to arouse 
considerable discussion and perhaps 
strenuous struggles in the Legisla- 
ture. 

Two of the Socialist assembliymen, 
Downing and Spengler, are in favor 
of abolishing the right of courts to 
decide the constitutionality of a law. 
They propose to make the will of the 
people supreme. Thig is-a develop- 
ment of the English system, which 
holds that the constitutionality of 
laws enacted by parliament’ cannot 
be: astailed. 5 


BANKERS TO FRONT. 


State Labor Commissioner Mc- 
Loughlin, who visited-the Capitol 
yesterday, said that he was not in- 
clined to favor the Commonwealth 
Club’s suggestions for the establish- 
ment of state employment bureaus. 

A understand, however, that they 
want to have a committee of bank- 
ers in control of the bureaus,’”’ he 
said, ‘and I am skeptical about the 
efficiency of such a plan from the 
standpoint of the welfare of the 
workingmen.

NOT GET FAI 
SHARE OF 
EARNINGS 


“CHICAGO, Jan. 6.—W. Fett 
Lauck, an expert statistician, testi- 
fied today at the railroad wage ar- 
bitration hearing. He asserted that 
the engineers and firemen of the rail- 
roads did not receive their share of 
increased revenues in the form of in- 
creased pay. He maintained that 
while the productive efficiency of the 
employes had increased, their pay 
remained the same. 

“The earning power of the en- 
gineers and firemen declined,” said 
Lauck, “despite increased productiv- 
ity of their labor. The increase in 
their mileage has not kept pace with 
the increase in traffic mileage. Al- 
though the rate paid per locomotive 
mile increased, the’ earnings of the 
employes are. comparativély: smaller, 
because it is impossible for them to 
make more. mileage.”
